MEET MIKHAIL 
PROKHOROV 


The billionaire bachelor who might rescue Bruce 
Ratner’s Atlantic Yards project made his fortune in the 
mines and spends his time at play. 

Mikhail Prokhorov is a self-made mogul who became 
the richest man in Russia by leading companies that 
extract precious metals from the Siberian ground. 

In 2007, the Moscow Finance Institute grad cashed out 
of his 25 -percent stake in Norilsk Nickel and used 
the money to start a $ 17-billion private " 
ment fund called the 
Onexim Group ded- 
icated to mining tech- 
nology. 

The 6-foot-8, 

44-year-old playboy — dubbed “Russia’s War- 
ren Buffett” — witnessed a 51-percent drop in his 
net worth over the past year, but he is still the 40th 
wealthiest person in the world with holdings of $9.5 
billion, according to Forbes Magazine. 

When he’s not racking up cash from rocks, Prok- 
once owned a share of the Moscow 
CSKA — is practicing his kickbox- 
slopes, or pulling nifty maneuvers

Web site on Wednesday that 
said his company would of- 
fer a “symbolic amount” for 
the Nets “in exchange for fi- 
nancing the construction” of 
the Barclays Center. 

In the statement, Prokho- 
rov, who made his fortune in 
mining, calls himself “Rus- 
sia’s richest man” and touts 
his $9.5-billion fortune. He 
said his group would “loan 
Ratner and his partners the 
money they need to build the 
Barclays Center.” 

Earlier in the week, the bil- 
lionaire “broke” the news about 
his impending purchase of the 
Nets in a rambling blog post 
that implied that he would join 
forces with Ratner as a way of 
fostering basketball in Rus- 

“For our group,” he said, 
“participation in such a com- 
plex project undoubtedly is in- 


teresting only in the event that 
NBA technology can be used 
for the systematic development 
of basketball in Russia. . . . We 
must change the model of bas- 
ketball development in Rus- 
sia using super-modern sys- 
tems of coaching. The base 
for such development should 
be a strong youth basketball 
league. This is what we’ll do 
if we close the deal.” 

If approved by the NBA, 
Prokhorov would be the first 
Russian owner in the league 
— apparently another goal of 
his. 

The purchase, he said, would 
give Russia “a position of 
equality among the elites of 
world basketball, access to all 
modem technology and train- 
ing methods with the possibil- 
ity of using them in Russia, 
apprenticeships for leading

“This partnership will en- 
sure the successful completion 
of a world-class entertainment 
venue in Brooklyn, the reloca- 
tion of the Nets and the eco- 
nomic and housing benefits of 
the Atlantic Yards project,” 
(Ratner’s development com- 
F pany said in a statement. 

According to that statement, 
the deal calls for Prokhorov’s 
Onexim Group to invest $200 
million “and make certain con- 
tingent funding commitments” 
to acquire 45 percent of the 
arena project and 80 percent 
of the NBA team, which Rat- 
ner purchased in 2004 for $300 
million. 

Prokhorov also has the right 
to purchase up to 20 percent 
of the Ratner subsidiary that 
is developing the non-arena 
real estate. 

The news was somewhat 
confused by a statement that 
appeared on Prokhorov’s own

First, he was Indiana Jones — now railroad history buff

“They could be in there,” said Diamond, whose status 
as a true Brooklyn legend was burnished in 1981 when he 
crawled into a manhole in front of what is now the Court 
Street Trader Joe’s and found a tunnel running between 
Columbia and Boerum Place — a relic of an old New York 
City to Boston line on the Long Island Rail Road. 

“The first time I crawled into that tunnel, I felt like In- 
diana Jones,” said Diamond. “I am nervous with anticipa- 
tion of what will happen this time.” 

Ah, this time. Diamond believes there are riches — well, 
historical ones, at least — inside the sealed-off portion of 
the tunnel because it was once common practice for rail- 
roads to simply leave old equipment in obsolete tunnels. 

And the intrigue about Booth’s diary may sound a bit 
far-fetched, but historical novelist G.J.A. O’Toole wrote 
in his 1979 detective thriller “The Cosgrove Report,” that 
the missing pages of the assassin’s journal were hidden in 
a steel box under Atlantic Avenue.

Homophobes, anti-Semites to picket 3 shuls Saturday

A Kansas-based anti-gay Baptist church be- 
gan its promised three-day assault on Brooklyn 
with a brief Thursday rally at a Fort Greene high 
school, two days before they vow to picket at 
three Jewish synagogues in Brownstone Brook- 
lyn over those institutions’ apparent godless- 

About five members of the Westboro Baptist 
Church, whose mission is represented clearly in 
its Web site address, www.godhatesfags.com, 
rallied for about 15 minutes outside Brooklyn 
Technical HS, holding signs reading, “Fags are 
beasts” and “God is your enemy.” 

It is unclear why the church chose Brook- 
lyn Tech, but its Web site suggested that the 
school teaches that “it’s OK to be gay.” 
“WBC will teach the rebels of Brooklyn 
what good looks like, and you had better be- 
have,” the church said. 

During the protest, students remained across 
the street from the protesters, some yelling, 
“Go home!” There was no violence. 

“I find it disgusting that people can come

The environmental watchdog 
group Riverkeeper has taken ac- 
tion against three companies along 
the Gowanus Canal for illegally 
dumping garbage into the already 
fetid corpse of water. 

Riverkeeper officially notified 
the businesses last week that they 
had 60 days to clean up their acts 
before the group would file an ac- 
tual suit. 

The action is not related to a 
federal proposal to list the mor- 
bid waterway as a Superfund site 
— a designation that would trig- 
ger a federally overseen clean-up 
as well as litigation against all par- 
ties that contributed to the mess 
over the past 150 years or so. 

Rather, the Riverkeeper action 


is limited to the three Canal-zone 
businesses for specific violations, 
said Josh Verleun, a Riverkeeper 
lawyer. 

“The thing people worry about 
with Superfund is that anyone who 
has ever owned property in the area 
can be held responsible for pollu- 
tion,” he explained. “But these three

• Ferrara Brothers 
Building Materials, a ce- 
ment company, which is ac- 
cused of letting gravel and 
concrete drop from trans- 
port barges and for letting 
sediment gush through a 
cracked bulkhead.

Street, who are accused of leav- 
ing rusted pipes , plastic debris, and 
concrete ties on the shore of the 
canal, where they fall into the wa- 
ter piece by piece. 

• Sixth Street Iron and Metal, 
which is accused of actively pol-

Neighbor is turning against 
neighbor on State Street over 
a private school’s plan for a 
new facility that some say 
will bring congestion to the 
residential enclave between 
Hoyt and Bond streets. 

The site in question is at 
the corner of State and Hoyt 
streets. Developer IBEC 
Building Corporation bought 
the land in 2004 with the in- 
tention of constructing up- 
scale townhouses — but when 
the market for such housing 
tanked, the company decided 
to sell the land to the pro- 
gressive Brooklyn Friends 
School. 

That change in plans an- 
noyed some neighbors, who 
say that a school will cause 
more traffic than apart- 

“There have been tons 
of accidents on this block,” 
said Jamieson Webster, who is 
leading the fight. “The com- 
munity even petitioned the 
city for a traffic light.” 

At least 13 households 
signed onto a Webster-penned 
petition titled, “Keep State 
Street Residential.” But others, 
like Nat Hendricks, who has

lived on the block since 1967, 
support the school plan. 

“A quality school would be 
a great asset to the Boerum 
Hill community, and is sorely 
needed,” he said. 

The neighborly squabble 
sits against the backdrop of 
a larger historic struggle. It 
took most of the 1990s, but 
Boerum Hill residents even- 
tually convinced the city to 
institute “contextual” zoning 
on area streets that had slowly 
become residential over the 
previous decades. 

That “contextual” zoning 
would allow a school, but a 


restrictive covenant on the 
deed for the IBEC site specif- 
ically stipulates that only res- 
idential construction would 
be permitted. As a result, 
IBEC needs to get the Em- 
pire State Development Cor- 
poration to sign off on the 
school plan before any con- 
struction could begin. 

As much as the commu- 
nity might want a residen- 
tial building, IBEC says that 
it’s just not feasible at this 

“No bank will support a 
project with no tenants lined- 
up,” said Sarny Brahimy, a 


company spokesman. “This 
project is a really interesting 
case of how to move forward 
through changing economic 

The construction on State 
and Bond Streets is just one 
part of a larger effort by the 
developer. Phase I of the proj- 
ect was the State Renais- 
sance Court, a fully occu- 
pied.mixed-income building 
above the Hoyt-Schermer- 
hom subway station. Phase 
II, a row of six townhouses 
closer to Bond Street, is in 
its planning phase, and has 
generally been well-received 
by the block’s residents. 

Taking the economy into 
account, some residents rec- 
ognize that a school is not the 
worst possible outcome. 

“They want to build an el- 
ementary school, not an oil 
refinery,” said James Cohen, 
who has rented on State Street 
for four years. 

Brahimy said that his com- 
pany is working with Brook- 
lyn Friends to determine how 
much car and foot traffic will 
actually be generated by the 
school.

CB10 OKs karaoke bar 


Bay Ridge’s community 
board changed its tune on 
Monday, voting to support a 
64th Street karaoke bar that 
the very same panel had op- 
posed six months ago amidst 
fears that it would harbor 
prostitutes. 

This time, Community 
Board 10 voted unanimously 
in favor of Crown KTV’s re- 
quest for a license to sell beer 
and wine in the swank sing- 
along center — so long as 
the venue complies with a 
12-point safety and secu- 
rity plan. 

The board originally sided 
againstthe venue whenneigh- 
bors expressed concerns that 
the karaoke bar’s private 
booths would function as a 
brothel, that it was located 
too close to PS 69, and that 
it lacked a security plan. 

None of the owners of 
Crown KTV, which is lo- 
cated between Eighth and 
Ninth avenues, were pres- 
ent at that meeting. Both 
sides agree that the owners’ 
absence was a key factor in 
the earlier rejection. 

“By missing that meeting, 
we were set back six months ,’ ’ 
said attorney Glenn Wright,

The State Liquor Author- 
ity will decide the venue’s 
case in the coming weeks. 

If approved, the win- 
dowless warehouse build- 
ing could open as a swank 
karaoke bar in mid-October, 
Wright said. 

For the uninitiated, kara- 
oke is a beloved Asian tra- 
dition that typically consists 
of groups of friends gathered 
around a video screen, pick- 
ing out instrumental versions 
of their favorite songs, and 
then encouraging 
her of the group to belt out 
his own vocal track.

W e’re a part of the city that never 
sleeps — so it’s only fitting that 
sometimes we get hungry in the 
middle of the night.

Now, Superfund North! 


The feds may clean up Newtown Creek 


The Environmental Protection 
Agency revealed on Wednesday that 
it is considering classifying North 
Brooklyn’s fetid Newtown Creek as 
aSuperfund site — a designation that 
would clear the way for a federal clean- 
up of the filthy waterway. 

Mere weeks before the agency 
will finalize its controversial plans 
to designate the Gowanus Canal as a 
Superfund site, the EPA announced 
its proposal to add the vile stream 
— which separates Greenpoint from 
Queens — to the same short list of 
polluted locations. 

If the creek is approved as a Su- 
perfund site, the agency will have 
the ability to charge polluters and 
the owners of polluted land for the 
clean-up, and it will gain access to 
taxpayer money. 

“Newtown Creek is one of the 
most grossly contaminated water- 
ways in the country,” said EPA Act- 
ing Regional Administrator George

Pavlou. “By listing the creek, EPA 
can focus on doing the extensive 
sampling needed to figure out the 
best way to address the contami- 
nation and see the work through.” 

The 3 .8-mile-long waterway has 
been an industrial hub for more than 
150 years. 

Beneath its banks resides a 30-mil- 


lion gallon oil spill that is three times 
the size of the Exxon Valdez disas- 
ter. Researchers attribute the mas- 
sive oil plume to slow leaks from 
numerous industrial landowners in- 
cluding, among others, ChevronTex- 
aco and ExxonMobil — which is 
in the midst of its own remediation 
program for a part of the spill. 


Recent samples of Newtown Creek 
sediment and water — which, like 
the Gowanus, is flooded with bil- 
lion gallons of raw sewage every 
year — reveal that the creek is con- 
taminated with “pesticides, metals, 
polychlorinated biphenyls, and vol- 
atile organic compounds which are 
potentially harmful” and “can eas- 
ily evaporate into the air,” accord- 
ing to EPA researchers. 

The decision to seek a Superfund 
designation for the Newtown Creek 
comes in the wake of the agency’s 
contentious Superfund plans for the 
Gowanus Canal — though insiders 
said this plan would not be as divi- 
sive because, unlike the Gowanus, 
the land along the Newtown Creek’s 
banks isn’t being coveted for resi- 
dential construction. 

“There is not quite the pressure 
from residential developers like Toll 
Brothers that you see on the Gow- 
anus, which is driving a lot of the 
skepticism against listing the Gow- 
anus Canal,” said Phillip Musegaas 
of Riverkeeper — an organization 
that has long fought to clean the New- 
town Creek.

dumping going on at the property,” said 
Verleun. “If you are dumping solid waste, 
and you are not operating by the guide- 
lines of a sanitary landfill, what you’re 
technically doing is operating an open 

Kitchen appliances, scrap metal, and 
large spools of cable have all been found 
in the water near the company’s recy- 
cling yard, he said. 

Neither Sixth Street Iron and Metal nor 
the owner of the bus parking lot was will- 
ing to comment, but Joseph Ferrara of Fer- 
rara Brothers went to great lengths to de- 
fend his company, which has been along 
the canal since 1973. 

“We’re a very responsible corporate 
citizen,” he said. 

He blamed any “dripping” on “the re- 
cord rainfalls in May.”

Riverkeeper has threatened Brooklyn 
businesses with lawsuits before, some- 
times with immediate results. 

In October 2003, the group gave five 
businesses along the equally sludgy New- 
town Creek the same 60-day clean-up 
warning, and four of the businesses com- 
plied with the group’s demands volun- 

Riverkeeper sued the fifth, Quality 
Concrete — though that case is still in 
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In 2006, a Riverkeeper lawsuit against 
another cement company on Newtown 
Creek, Empire Transit Mix, led to a 
$300,000 fine. 

Any money won from the three com- 
panies will go to the U.S. Treasury, mi- 
nus Riverkeeper’s legal fees. 

Lawsuits over pollution in the Gow- 
anus Canal make some people nervous.

The prime minster of the 
Netherlands, Jan Peter Balk- 
enende, told The Brooklyn 
Paper on Sunday that he 
will not step in to ensure 
that the name of our ances- 
tral Dutch village be affixed 
permanently to a consolida- 
tion of the villages of Breu- 
kelen, Maarssen and the con- 
temptible Loenen. 

The prime minister was 
in town as part of New York 
and Holland’s ongoing com- 
memoration of the 400th an- 


niversary of Henry Hudson’s 
“discovery” of the river that 
would later bear his name. As 
such, Balkenende spent most 
of Sunday afternoon mak- 
ing photo-op-style stops at 
places of importance to the 
Dutch community, including 
the Wyckoff Farmhouse Mu- 
seum, the Flalbush Reformed 
Dutch Church. 

But when he got to the 
Brooklyn Museum for a re- 
ception with Dutch Americans 
and diplomatic officials from 
the Netherlands, TheBrooklyn 
Paper was waiting for him. 

A trio of our reporters had 


horrific news that the village 
that gave our borough its very 
name, if not its spirit, would 
soon be merged and wiped 
off the map. The Paper’s edi- 
torial board took a strong po- 
sition against the merger.

nue in Park Slope at 9:45 am, 
at Union Temple on Eastern 
Parkway in Prospect Heights 
at 10 am and the Kane Street 
Synagogue in Cobble Hill at 
12:30 pm on the eve of Yom 
Kippur, the holiest day on 
the Jewish calendar. 

On Wednesday, church 
spokeswoman Shirley 
Phelps-Roper said the ral- 
lies were not anti-Jewish or 
anti-gay. 

“How about we call it an 
‘Obey your God’ rally?” she 
said. “You Jews and gays have 
got to put away your false 
gods, your idols and your 
filthy way of life.” 

She added that “God hates 
the disobient.” 

“We picked these week- 
ends because these are the 
highholidays,” she said, “You 
Jews broke the covenant with 
God. The beast is going to 
bring the nations to march 
upon Jerusalem. Your houses 
will be destroyed and your 
women ravaged. It’s going to 
make the Holocaust, the Bab- 
ylonian captivity and the de- 
struction of the Temple look 
like a tea party.” 

The Anti-Defamation 
League, which has been 
monitoring the group for sev- 
eral years, said that Westboro 
tends to protest groups that 
“they think support homosex- 
uality or otherwise subvert 
what they believe is God’s 

That even extends to the 
families of dead soldiers. 
Chuch members have made 
headlines for protesting at 
the funerals of military per- 
sonnel, claiming that the sol- 
diers’ deaths were dishonor- 
able because they fought to 
defend a country that allows 
homosexuals to openly en- 
joy their sexuality. 

At Brooklyn Tech on 
Wednesday, there had been 
a calm before the impending 
anti-gay attack. A teacher, 
Sean Shaynak, vowed to be

said Shaynak. 

Where Shaynak saw 
the Westboro protest as a 
cause for mockery, Rabbi 
Andy Bachman of Congre- 
gation Beth Elohim treated 
it soberly, sending a letter to 
his congregants to prepare 

Bachman told The Brook- 
lyn Paper on Wednesday that 
he had no idea why the Bap- 
tist fringe group is targeting 
local shuls on Saturday. 

“If you look at their Web 
site, they are equal opportu- 
nity haters,” he said. “They 
are living inside some kind a 
time warp in which they feel 
they have the legitimacy to 
speak on an ancient Biblical 
notion of what God wanted 
or, more precisely, what an- 
cient people thought God 
wanted from humanity. 

“They have ignored the 
last 3,000 years of develop- 
ment of human civilization 
— that’s what makes their 
message so shocking,” he 


Hate spreads to 
Windsor Terrace 


Another hate crime 
shocked Brooklynites this 
week when a vile villain 
scrawled an obscene anti-Se- 
mitic missive across a Wind- 
sor Terrace Jewish center’s 
sign — just days before the 
holy day of Yom Kippur. 

The biased bad guy wrote 
the two-word graffiti message 
— which began with the let- 
ter “F” and ended with the 
word “Jews” — in perma- 
nent marker on Chabad of 
Windsor Terrace’s sign of 


overnight on Tuesday. 

“This is terrible,” said 
Rabbi Moshe Hecht, who 
oversees the religious center 
on Prospect Avenue between 
Reeve Place and Greenwood 
Avenue. 

“The holiest day of the 
Jewish calendar is coming 
up, and this is not the way 






we would like to go into the 
holiday.” 

The attack also comes days 
after a similar assault on a 
Brooklyn Heights Unitarian 
church (see page 6). 


Bachman said his temple 
had consulted with the NYPD 
and other congregations that 
had been the target of West- 
boro protests and determined 
that the best response is to 
not respond at all. 

“We will essentially ig- 
nore it,” he said, just a few 
feet from the temple’s facade, 
which features the names of 
such hardly controversial re- 
ligious figures as Abraham, 
Joshua, Samuel, Elijah, Isa- 
iah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Es- 
ther and Ruth. 

In his letter to the congre- 
gation, Bachman praised his 
temple as a “community that 
celebrates the strength of di- 
versity” and a place “for in- 
dividuals and families of all 
backgrounds to grow and to 
learn” — a possible refer- 
ence to the focus of the Bap- 
tist group’s anger. 

He also said that the bat 
mitzvah ceremony of Nata- 
lie Chertoff would go on as 
planned. 

“She’s amazing,” he said. 
“Here’s a teenager who’s 
strong and confident. And 
she’s seeing [the protest] as 
a lesson that people will at- 
tempt to do hateful things, 
but our eternal message as 
Jews is affirming life in the 
face of hate. That’s been our 
key to survival.” 

Bachman said he did not 
anticipate violence from his 
congregation, but the NYPD 
will nonetheless be out in 
full force. Phelps-Roper, 
the Westboro spokeswoman, 
laughed at the suggestion that 
Brooklynites would react vi- 
olently. 

“Don’t flatter yourself, 
Brooklyn,” she said. “We 
serve the living God. You 
mess with us, you’ll get dou-

Next to a lost steam loco- 
motive. 

O’Toole is long dead, so 
it fell to Diamond to put two 
and two together — and then 
get National Geographic in- 
terested in financing, produc- 
ing and staffing an archeo- 
logical dig that appears set 
for January. 

Diamond is almost cer- 
tain that the steam locomo- 
tive will turn up inside the 
tunnel, which was last used 
in 1861. Experts say there’s 
a chance he’s right. 

“There are always rumors 
about buried locomotives,” 
said Barry Smith, vice presi- 
dent of the National Rail Road 
Association, “but I have heard 
a few that were true and the 
locomotives recovered.” 

Borough historian Ron 
Schweiger was very excited 
about the prospects of find- 
ing the train, but compared 
the event to Geraldo Rivera’s 
much-anticipated opening of 
gangster A1 Capone’s safe in 
1981. 

“After all the hype around 


the vault, Geraldo opened the 
safe and it was empty except 
for dust,” said Schweiger. “So 
who knows what’s in there? 
But I wish them luck.” 

Whether or not it con- 
tains the artifacts, Dia- 
mond’s tunnel has already 
played an important role 
in American history — or 
maybe just American histor- 
ical fiction. 

In 1916, the Bureau of In- 
vestigation broke into the tun- 
nel in search of bomb-making 
German soldiers (naturally, 
there were none). And in 1925, 
it inspired Red Hook resident 
sci-fi author H.P Lovecraft 
to pen the “Horror At Red 
Hook” about vampires in the 
tunnel (which turned out to 
be, alas, a work of fiction). 

After that, the tunnel was 
almost forgotten — until the 
then-18-year-old Diamond re- 
discovered it. 

Since then. Diamond has 
given irregularly scheduled 
tours of the open section of 
the conduit, but the rest has 
remained hidden behind that 
three-foot-thick stone wall. 


National Geographic seg- 
ment director and producer 
Trey Nelson declined to com- 
ment on what he expects to 
find on the big dig until all 
funding and permits are se- 
cured, but he did confirm the 
plan to break ground early 

As for Booth’s missing di- 
ary pages, Schweiger worries 
it might indeed be a case of 
historical fiction. 

“I have absolutely no idea 
what it would be doing in 
there,” he said.

“But this also happens every year during the Jew- 
ish holidays,” Marrone added. “Someone always 
wants to ruin their good time when they’re cele- 
brating.” 

The alarming leafletting comes in the wake of 
a similar incident last week when someone distrib- 
uted profane anti-Obama fliers from the roof of a 
Downtown Brooklyn skyscraper. That crime has 
not been solved. 

Taken together, Brooklynites are fed up with the 
hate that is literally lining their streets . 

“I was disgusted and concerned more than any- 
thing,” said one Cobble Hill resident who contacted 
The Brooklyn Paper and the 76th Precinct after find- 
ing the slips.
